by promoters who took more interest 
In the Immigrant'^ dollars than In his 
welfare. From experience with these 
schemes, the foreigner 
has become 


wary of "gtiod farm lands cheap" pro- 
posals. If tho Government takes a 
hand, it will be necessary for it to 
prove to the immigrant in the begin- 
ning that it is not staging a slcight-of- 
hajvl performance. The Government 
rannot possibly say to any individual 
farmer "I will guarantee you success, 
or pay your losses." but it will have 
to assure him that the project is a 
sound business proposition and that 
the Government agencies stand ready 
to teach him and help him with his 
problems.
